HE President, Vice-Presidents, and Council of the Evangelical Alliance . 
have marked with deep concern the growing tendency within the 
Christian Church to depreciate the value of the Holy Scriptures as being 

throughout the infallible Word of God, and also the consequent widespread 
laxity in reference to vital and fundamental truths revealed therein. 

The Alliance has existed for nearly sixty years as an Evangelical organi. 
zation, having for one of its primary objects the defence and advancement of 
the Truth. In opposition, therefore, to many professedly Christian teachers 
whose utterances are calculated to undermine the foundations of the Christian 
Faith, the Council deem it incumbent upon them to put on record their 
UNSWERVING ADHERENCE to the original Basis of the Alliance. 

They mourn the evil consequences arising from the open assertion of 
views subversive of the truth of God's Word, and resulting in the promulga- 
tion of false doctrine, and the disturbance of many minds, to the peril of true 
Christian unity. 

In view, therefore, of the general unsettlement of belief, the Council | 
desire to emphasize the following points of their original Basis which are |

If, speaking here upon the platform of the 
Evangelical Alliance, I refer to the Service 
Book of the Church of England, I will 
use it as expressing the judgment of those 
great men, the Reformers. Here is the 
language of the fifty-fifth Canon of the 
Convention of 1603, words that are familiar 
to every one who knows his Prayer Book : 
‘* Before all sermons, lectures, and homilies, 
the preachers and ministers shall move 
the people to join with them in prayer 
in this form or to this effect, as briefly as 
conveniently they may. They shall pray for 
Christ's Holy Catholic Church—that is, for 
the whole congregation of Christian people 
throughout the world.” Here is 
the “parish” of the Evangelical Alliance, 
upon whose platform we are met here to- 
day. Well, but there is something else, 
still more definite and still more telling. 
There is the definite Creed of the Thirty-nine 
Articles. And again I say I give it as the 
judgment of the Reformers. “The visible 
Chureh of Christ”-—that is-just what we 
want—“ the visible Church of Christ is a 
congregation of faithful men in the which 
the pure Word of God is preached and the 
sacraments be duly administered according 


to Christ’s ordinance.” Will any one tell 


me it was wrong to say that the Church 


of Rome has erred? Will any one tell 


me that a Church in which the doctrines 
and practices of the Church of Rome pre- 
vail, no matter what that Church may be 
called, is according to this Article a congre- 
gation of faithful men in which the pare Word 
of God is preached and the sacraments be 
duly administered according to Christ's ordi- 
nance?

Then take that first sentence, and tell me, 
Can you put any other meaning into it 
than this, that the visible Church of Christ 
is any congregation of faithful men in 
which the.pure Word of God is preached? 
It does not say Church, which would be 
tautological ; it does not say organiza 
tion of Christendom; but “« congrega- 
tion '"—that is, any congregation of faithful 
men in which the pure Word of God is 
preached. Now this is the teaching of 
the Reformers, but it is also the teaching 
of the Fathers. The early Fathers often 
wrote very striking words worth remember- 
ing. One of the earliest of them, Tertullian, 
used these words, ‘‘ Wheresoever three Chris 
tians are, there ie a Church.” This is based 
on the Lord's words: “ Where two or three 
are gathered together in My name, there 
am I in the midst.” And this question was 
raised still more definitely two centuries after 
Tertullian. The Puritans of that day took 
their stand upon the purity of the Church 
They said that the Church should be pure. 
“No,” said the Catholics, “the field is the 
world, and wheat and tares are to grow 
together to the end.” “ Yes,” said the 
Paritans, “the field is the world, but we 
are talking about the Church.”” Their lan- 
guage was this: ‘' Your Catholic Chureh is 
a geographical expression. It means the 
union of so many societies in so many pro- 
vinces or nations. Our Catholic Church is 
the union of all who are Christians in deed 
as well as in word. It is perfect, and it 
is immaculate.” Well, the Puritans were 
a considerable body in the Church, but the 
Catholics under St Augustine appealed to 
the secular arm, and the Emperor passed 
penal law after penal law, first, to deprive 
them of their property, then to deprive them 
of their liberty, and at last, as this did not 
crush them, to deprive them oi their life, and 
made it a capital offence to be a Puritan; 
and of course that was the end of them. 

Now when the Evangelical Alliance speaks 
of the Church, this is the Church that it means 
—the whole company of Christian people ; 
not any outward form of organization, but

Then, as I close this 
part of my argument, let me remind you how 
we are told that “all Scripture is given by 
inspiration of God,"’ and then how we are 
also told in the second Epistle of Peter that 
“no prophecy of Scripture is of any private 
interpretation "—that is, of the writer's own 
thought or utterance. And here let me just 
say that we are often misied by the common 
usage of that word “ prophecy.” Most people 
seem to think, if prophecy is mentioned, that 
it must necessarily refer to something that is 
foretelling the future. That is not the 
essential meaning of the Hebrew word trans- 
lated prophecy, nor is it the paramount use or 
meaning of the word as it is found in Scripture. 
The Hebrew word for “ prophecy ” means *' 4 
message straight from God.” It may refer to 
the past, it may refer to the present, it may refer 
to the future; but in either case it is prophecy 
if it comes direct from God.

Now as regards the objects and work of the

We have heard from Mr. Gosset Tanner 
about the brilliant Conferences of this 
Alliance which have been held in past 
years, and as one has compared the present 
with the past he has felt inclined to envy 
some of those Conferences.

Lord Jesus Christ. But, after all, the subject 
of to-night is the fundamental one —substitu- 


tion ; we might perhaps go so far as to say 


that the death could not have been without 
this aspect of the Cross. You remember, 
when He hung upon the Cross, the penitent 
robber at His side rebuked his fellow, and 
said, “ We indeed justly, but this man hath 
done nothing amiss.” He was right in that. 
“ This man hath done nothing amiss.‘' Why, 
then, did He die? “The soul that sinneth it 
shall die.” Why, then, did this one die? All 
the other aspects of the Cross come in, there- 
fore, after this first one is considered ; which

The Just One He came to the 
Cross, and then there, as He offered Himself 
to die, God the Father made to meet upon 
Him the iniquity of us all. And then there 
is the natural sequence to that. All is different 
now. Without sin before; now “made sin 
for us, who knew no sin, that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in Him.” 
That is the New Testament version of the 
same thought. And ali is changed now. 
Here upon the Cross there hangs the great Sin. 
bearer of the world, no longer free from sin, but 
loaded with sin. What must happen as a result 
of that’ Weil, we have that again in the same 
chapter, in the tenth verse of the fifty-third of 
Isaiah: “It pleased the Lord to bruise Him. 
He hath put Him to grief.” Reacding it literally 
as it stands here, “ When Thou shalt make 
His sou! an offering for sin.” So here are 
the things that happened. The iniquity is 
made to meet upon Him, or, as the New 
Testament puts it, “ He was made sin for us, 
who knew no sin.” And now the result, the 
natural result. Because God is infinitely 
just, and because (od has said, “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die,” when He was 
made sin for as there flashed forth—not the 
anger so much as the absolute justice of 
God. “He was pleased to braise Him; He 
put Him to grief; He made His soul an 
offering for sin.” Further than that I do 


not think we dare go. We know no further, | 
and can go no further; but that is what — 


happened, as the Bible tells us, on the Cross 
on Calvary. 

But we get light on the subject every- 
where in the Old Testament. You know 
the scarlet line which runs through the 
whole Bible, beginning in the third of 
Genesis, and ending right at the end of the 
Apocalypse : the blood of the Lamb every- 
where traced, and precious to us, infinitely and 
unspeakably precious to us, that scarlet line. 
I do not venture to say much about modern 
criticism, but who dares take out of the 
Bible one little bit of that line? I do not 


know where ‘you find a book that has not got — 


it somewhere, implied or directly stated—in 
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prophecy, in song, in type, in shadow, in 
some way or another. Touch that, and you 
touch what is Divine. “No-one else ever 
thought of such « thing as this precious 
blood, or dared to think of it, except the 
Divine Inspirer of this holy book. 

Let me just touch upon one or two in- 
stances, because they are so vitally important. 
Will you look at Genesis, that wonderfal 
story of the two guing up the mountain at the 
call of God—Abraham and Isaac’? We will 
not go into the scene exactly, but you will 
remember how, at the top of the mountain, 
Abraham at last, when the altar wae built 
and everything was ready, broke the news 
to his son. And, do you know, I believe that 
matchless story in the twenty-second of 
Genesis is the only illustration that we have 
at all in the Bible of “God so loved the 
world" (John iii. 16) “that He gave His 
only begotten Son.” There is no other 
that I am aware of in illustration of that 
point. And this is one of the most beauti- 
ful illustrations that could be. No doubt, 


God specially, if we may so say, went out 


of His way to bring about that wonderful 
illustration, and then never allowed Abraham 
to actually slay hie son, because God would 
be the only one who should really carry that 
out. But Abraham broke at last what he 


could no longer withhold from Isaac, because 


lsaac must now complete his part. He broke 
to Isaac the awful news, as it would seem 
to us, that here and now he was to die. 
God had called for it. Isaac had to depend 
on the word of his father for that, but his 
father, I take it, had been one who had been 
absolutely consistent from the beginning and 
had never deceived his son, and his son be- 
lieved him up to the hilt.

“PRACTICAL 


RESOLUTIONS.” 


Agreed upon by the London Conference (1846), and adopted by the British 


EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 


1. That the members of this Alliance earnestly 
and affectionately recommend to each other in 
their own conduct, and particularly in their own 
use of the press, carefully to abstain from and put 
away all bitterness, wrath, and anger, and 
clamour, apd evil speaking, with all malice ; and in 
all things in which they may yet differ from each 
- other, to be kind, tender-hearted, forbearimg one 
another in love, forgiving one another, even as 
God, for Christ's sake, hath forgiven them; in 
children, and to walk in love, as Christ also hath 
loved them. 


2. That as the Christian union which this Alliance 
poor can only be obtained through 
the energy of the Holy Spirit, it be recom. 
mended to the members present, and absent 
brethren, to make this matter the subject of simal- 
taneous weekly petition at the throne of grace, in 
their closets and families; and the forenoon of 
Monday is ed as the time for that purpose. 
And that it be further recommended that the week 
beginning with the first Lord's Day of January, in 
each year, be observed by the members and frends 
of the Alliance throughout the world, as a season 
for concert in prayer on behalf of the grand objects 
the Alliance. 

-3. That in seeking the correction of what the 
members of the Alliance believe to be wrong in 
others, desire, in humble dependence on the 
grace of God, themselves to obey, and by their 
practice and influence to impress upon others, the 
command of Christ, to consider first the beam that 
is in their own eye : that they will, therefore, strive 
to promote, each in bis own communion, a spirit of 
repentance and humiliation for its uliar sins ; 
and to exercise a double measure of rance in 
reproving, where reproof is needful, the faults of 
those Christian brethren who belong to other 
bodies than their own. 

4. That when requi 
defend any views or princi 
from Christian brethren who agree with ¢ in 
vital truths, the members of this Alliance will aim 

, by the help of the Holy Spirit, to avoid 
all rash and groundless insinuations, personal im- 
or and to maintain 
the meekness tleness of Christ, speak- 
ing the truth love. 

5. That, while believe it highly desirable
